Alachua. Settlers from the Creek 
village of Oconee in Georgia came to 
the territory now embraced in Ala¬ 
chua county about 1 710 and called 
their new home Alachua. The spot 
chosen was near Payne’s Prairie, 
where the most striking natural phe¬ 
nomenon is the occasional disappear¬ 
ance of rain water collected into a 
considerable lake through a subter¬ 
ranean passage with a gurgling noise.

Oekmulgee—nkee, water, and null 
gis boiling, meaning Boding Water, 
Oklawahn Okla people and wewn 
water meaning “The People of (he 
water or I he swamp." 

Okeechobee is Big Water. Oluster 
is black. Otawaw a bird, 

Osceola is Assn-yaholo- Assi was 
the ceremonial black drink and the 
page who handed it around gave a 
peculiar cry ns each member of the 
council “took his medicine.” Possibly 
the boy served acceptably ns page 
and the name of each Black drink 
Caller or Shouter remained to him: 
yahplo was that cry. 

Palatka is The Crossing. Wa-ka 
Palatka-ha-ha was the lull name, 
meaning the place where the cows 
crossed over, 

Peniwaw is the wild turkey. 
Pensacola Judge Campbell derives 
the name from Penaieola, a village 
in Spain. Gatschet says; “The coun¬ 
try snvth of the upper creek settle¬ 
ments, lying between lower Alabama 
and Lower Chattahuchi rivers must 
have bean sparsely settled m colonial 
times, for there is hut one Indian tribe 
the Pensacotas (Pansha-okla) or 
“Hairy People" mentioned as jiving 
there. 

Picolata is Apokitaduiki, which 
means the place where the town is.
